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WHO COMMANDS THE PRUSSIANS?
Brrone the commencement of hoatilities be-
twoen France and Prussia, the military supe-
riority of the former power was admitted on
all sides almost without hesitation. It was
belioved that the French army was better
organized, better drilled, better officered, and
inspired with more of the genuine wmilitary
apirit than any in the world. The manner in
which the Prussians fought in the war with
Denmark and Austria only a few years ago
inapired the belief that France had found her
match now if ever, and while it was
oonsidered almost a certainty that the
French would achieve the first viotories and
force the Prussians to oarry on the war on
their own soil, there were many who were
willing to take heavy odds in favor of the
u'timate trinmph of the latter. All thir is
changed now, and in view of the splendid per-
formanoes of the Prussians, it is amusing to
read some of the criticisms of their military
system whioch were ourrent but a few weeks
ago. A speoimen of the kind of disparage-
ment to which the Prussians were subject ia
found in the following paragraph from a letter
written from Paris to the Cincinnati Commer-
cia! by one of its editors, Mr. Murat Hal-
stead. whioch has been going the rounds of

thu nowspapers for a week or two:—

“I'e Prossian army 18 weighed down by a hideous
aristocracy of offcers. The real generals are not,
according to Appearances, put in command. A pnr‘
oel of princes are nominally at the head of the seve-
ral corps.  The great Moltke has always a stupid

wnce or two at his back, just as the great Blsmarck

!:I.lﬂ beea compelled to bear on his broad shoulders
the ponderons and valn old Klog, who goes alony
with his army and thinks he comitands it.*

If the Prussian army is weighed down by a
bideous aristocracy of officers, it certainly
bears tho weight gracefully. The probabili-
ties are, however, that Mr. Halstead studied
the Prussian military organization too much
from an entirely Parisian standpoint, and
that, like the Frenchmon who imagined that
they wore going on a little snmmer holiday
excursion, in which the advancement of the
glory of France and the humiliation of Prus-
pin would be the pleasant incidentals,
he bas learned a thing or two
by this time that he never knew before,
The “ponderous and wvain old King” is cer-
tainly with his army, but there has been no
utterance of his thus far to show that he
considers himself the real leader of his forces;
and if he has not the ability to command rn
army himaelf, he possesses wisdom enough to
select somebody who has brains enough to do
the roal work of direoting the campaign. Inthis
ho may be advantageously compared with the
French Emperor, who has made a muddle of
his affairs by attempting to play the role of
““mon onc'e."

It is possible, but not probable, that the
Prussian princes who have, nominally at
least, thus far led their armies in a splendid
Bories of viotories, are stupid fellows, with
roal soldiers st their elbows to tell them what
to do; but as armies are not, as a general rule,
ocommanded with distinguished success in this
manner, we are foroed to the conclusion
that the Crown Prince and Prince
Frederic Charles are generals of real
ability, even if they do happen to be
princes. It is the fashion mowadays to dis-
parage loyalty at all points; but, per se, there
is no good reason why a prince should not be
a mau of brains as well as one who has not
royal blood in his veins, and although we are
good republicans, it is rather gratifying than
otherwise to see the Prussian princes proving
themaelves to be something more than orna-
mentsl figure-heads,

THE CUBAN BITUATION.
Tux war between Prussia and I'rance has so
overshadowed all subjects of minor import-
ance that the troubles of Spain and Cuba have
almost been lost sight of. Spain, which was
the immediate cause of the confliot, gits wait-
ing for something to turn up in her favor, so
that she can wind up the work of her revola-
tion and establish a permanent government,
while in Cuoba the counter revolution still
continues nominally, although the clash of
arms has almost ceased to be heard in that
quarter, That the Cubans have not been able
to achieve any permanent advantages against
the almost imbecile attempts to eubdae them
made by the Spanish forces, is a disappoint-

mont to their well-wishers in the United |

Htates; but people who cannot help them-

solves when they have such an opportunity as |

waa presented to the Cubans ecan soarcely ex-
pect much beyond sympathy from their
neighbors. As the matter now stands the
Cubans appear tetally unable to achieve their
independence, whilethe Bpaniards are equally
incompetent to establish their authority over
the island as heretofore. There is nothing to
be guined by prolonging such a situation as
this, and it is for the best inte-
rests of all parvties that the insnrrec-
tion should terminste at as early a
day as possible. In view of the complication
ot ufluirs in Europe, Spain would doubtless
be ouly too gled to conclade the contest with
ber colony, 8o that she may be able to avail
bersell of her whole malitary force in case of
sny emorgency that may arise out of the
Frunco-Prussian quarrel; and if the Oubans
are not in a position to demand their inde-
pendence, they certainly ought to be able to
conclude a peace on equitable terms and to
oxact condifions that will prevent a continu-
ance of the tyrannical poliey on the part of
the mother country that caused the
insurrection. If the Cubans had been half
8+ much in earnest as were the American
colonies in their contest ﬂﬂnﬂ Britain

that a cruel and but otterly un.
profitable contest should be continusd. Wa
bope, therefote, it is trons as veported, that
Bpain has sent a spocial agoent to consult
with the leaders of the insurreslion and
learn what tarms they will acospt.

The sending of such an envoy isa practi.
cal confession of weakness on the part of
Hpain; and if the Cubans had hitherto shown
themselves able to do more than carry on a
guerilla warfare, it might be an encourage-
ment for them to continue their resistance
to the bitter end. There are few persons in
the United States, however, who have atten-
tively witched the progress of the Ouban in-
surrection, who wonld not advise the people
of the island to accept generous terms from
the mother country if they are offered. It is
possible that the ramor of the arrival of the
Spanish agent in this country may be un-
founded; but in view of the peecaliar situa-
tion of affairs both in Spain and in Cnba, it
in at least likely to be true, and if trne it
ought to lead to important reanits,

PRUSSIAN CORRESPONDEN UK
CARDS.

Prorix used to have plenty of time, and
even some to spare, bul now, when inven-
tion is racked to the ntmost for all sorts of
plans to save lime, there seems to be none
left. The modern bosst of annihilating it
appears to be sotually being realized; and
what the world will do for a supply afler a
few more centuries of improvement is really
a matter for anxions consideration,

Centuries ago our semi-savage ancestors
despatched a short note of compliment on a
log of wood, or a sheepekin, or some slight
matter of that sort. Now we have ‘‘adhesive”
envelopes ready stamped, and paper with
printed addresses, yot we cannot find time to
write our letters, To ease this pressure
fashion has invented a science of cards by
which & corner turned up or down
becomes terribly significant, and ‘‘p. p,
c¢." and other hieroglyphics assume
mystic import, while a cabalistic monogram,
nnreadable to the uninitiated,
home," and is understood to explain that your
friend is to be married and expects yeu to
come to see him in a new coat and bring some
silver with yon.

But all these contrivances are insufficient,
and the Prussian Post Office Department has
struck upon a plan for expediting corres-
pondence that promises to he very conve-
nient.

The new invention is called the corres-
pondence card, and is a card bearing the
Post Office stamp with a blank space on the
face for the address, while the back of the

card is left for the mnote or communication. |

These cards will be seld stamped for the mere
price of the stamp, or unstamped for the cost
of production. The communication and ad-
dress may be written in pencil, printed,
lithogrnphed, ete., according to fancy, and
may be signed or unsigned at will. Places
for writing will, when possible, be furnished
at the Post Offices, and all coarriers will be
ready to furnish the cards.

The one objection to this new form for
correspondence is that the letter will, of
course, be open, that he that runs may read,
but as the carriers and postmen have to run
pretty fast nowadays, it is not probable that
they will have much time to spend in reading,
and many communications on business, and
even upon social or domestic matters, could
be without injury exposed to the accidental
danger of being perused by a post office |
official,

The Prussian post office, in annonuncing
the introdaction of these cards, urges their
use upon business men for the tramsmission
of orders, ete., in the confidence that they
will speedily become popular as a matter of
convenience, from the faot that they can be
carried in a pocket-book as readily as visiting
cards,
